HISTORIC BRIDGE 
MAY BE RAZED 


The historic stone arch bridge 
over M arsh creek at the former 
Black Horse tavern on the Fairfield 
road again is in danger of being 
razed to make way for a new, mod­ 
ern concrete and steel span. 
The state Highway departm ent 
on Monday asked for bids for the 
construction of 1,17 miles of bitum i­ 
nous pavem ent in Highland and 
Cumberland townships and for the 
construction of a concrete deck I- 
beam bridge over M arsh creek be­ 
tween Gettysburg and Fairfield on 
Route 116. 
Several years ago when the state 
contem plated removal of the old 
stone 
arched 
span, 
the 
Adams 
County 
Historical 
society 
passed 
resolutions opposing Its removal de­ 
claring the bridge, which is more 
than a century old, is an historic 
landm ark and should be preserved. 
Inquiry last week at Harrisburg

Mr. Worley was told th a t while 
the new bridge probably will not be 
built at the present location of the 
stone span, the old bridge may have 
to be removed to make way for ap­ 
proaches to the new structure.

IS DEFEATED IN 
STATE SENATE 


Legislation to impose a tax of one 
cent a bushel on apples to finance a 
sales promotion campaign was re­ 
jected Monday night by the state 
senate, according to an Associated 
Press dispatch today from H arris­ 
burg. 
The measure would have set up a 
state apple board in the Department 
of Agriculture to administer the 
money.

New York, June 17 </P>—Outfield­ 
er Enos Slaughter of the St. Louis 
Cardinals and playing manager Lou 
Boudreau of the Rleveland Indians 
were the respective batting leaders of 
the National and American leagues 
today.

NEW WARNING ON I 
GAS SHORTAGE 


Pittsburgh, June 17 (/TV—Industrial 
plants using natural gas for fuel 
today faced a grim warning from 
gas companies th a t they may have 
new shutdowns this winter because 
of another fuel shortage Grists. 
A spokesman for the gas firms de­ 
clared the shortage will be nearly 
as acute as It was last winter when 
several hundred plants were shut 
down for days at a time, making 
more than 50,000 workers idle. 
Scores of industrial plants are go­ 
ing ahead with program s for instal­ 
lation of oil-burning equipment de­ 
spite doubt expressed by oil men 
about future deliveries. 
Largest of the changeovers was 
undertaken 
by 
Aliegheny-Ludlum 
Steel corporation, whose spokesman 
said the switch-over to use of fuel 
oil and propane (a high volatile 
gasoline that can be gasified and 
used with natural gas or separately) 
would cost "in excess of $1,000,000."
